And Wee doc hereby ſtrattly charge, pꝛohibite, and commaund , that no perſon oz perſons 
whatſoeuer, ſhall from hencctfoo2th attempt. pꝛelume, oꝛ goe about to tranſpoꝛt, expoꝛt, oz ſend 
awap, aup Cozue oꝛ Graine whatioeuer, out of this Dur Realme of England, oꝛ from any the 
Poꝛts, Hauens oꝛ Creckes of the fame, into auy the parts beyond the Sea, vntill Dur Royall 
pleaſure bee further declared to the contrary, although the pꝛites of ſuch Cozne oꝛ graine ſhall 
fall out to bee vnder the rate limited by the Statute foꝛ Tranſpoztation of Coꝛne and Graine in 


that behalfe ; Any fozmer Licence, o2 other command whatlocuer to the tontrarpin any wiſe 


notwithſtanding. | 
And fo2 the better execution of Dur plealure herein, Wee doe herebp will and command, as 
well ail Mayoꝛs, Juſtices of Peate, and other Miniſters, as all the Officers and Farmers of 
Our Cuſtomes within this Our Realme of England, to take notice of this Our Kopall Com⸗ 
mand, and to ſee the ſame duely oblerued, as they tender Our plealure, and will anoyd Our in⸗ 


dignation and diſpleaſure foz the contrary.
